Wk reprint a letter written by Mr. 
Skinner to tbe StMfitOB, Va , Specta- 
tor, in reference to the appointing of 
a principal for ihe Virginia Institu- 
tion.

The points 
that he makes in regard to the quali- 
fications of a principal are all good 
and true, yet his letter had no more 
effct upon the recently appointed 
Trustees than a mo-quiio would 
have upon a rhinoceros. Evidently, 
party politics in Virginia are bound 
to thrive at the expense of the 
deaf and dumb. The motto - To the 
victors belong the spoils," is carried 
out with a vengeance. The new 
principal may be a smart and capable 
man in other walks of life, but he has 
had no experience whatever with the 
education of the deaf and dumb. It' 
fleeting upon the sad lot of the pu 
pita, who will siit.jr from such un- 
happy appointment*, and foi 
the lamentable condition into which 
the Instil ntion is drifting, who can 
help sighing for the good old times 
when fealty to the commonwealth out- 
balanced ail other considerations. Our 
eivhizition is not of a very 
exalted type, when party politics can 
mike or mar the rising generation. 
How much superior to these political 
ins of today were the ancient 
nans, who have been described as 
■ssessed of a •' rude civiliza-

Last, evening, President Oallandel 

deliveied that second lecture of the 
Faculty course in the Lyceum, before 
ti large audience. His topic for the 
evening Wfll "The I'.iol .herhood of 

Nations," n synopsis of which will be 
funnd ln-loiv. 
The President first spoke of the 

attractive and 'repel Ian t. forces exist- 
ing between men, and illustrated these 
forces by a reference to the family, 
the village, the town, city, county, 
stale, nation, and linully the federa- 
tion of the world, lie then went on 
10 show that, in ancient times war was 
the natural atul normal condition. In 
those times, the principle that 
"might makes right" held sway. 

Groin the consideration of tills the 
lecturer proceeded to the • rise and 
progress of diplomatic relations be- 
iweeii nations, and the advance thus 
made towards international friendli- 
ness. 

Speaking of International Law, the 
lecturer advanced the opinion that 
this was a misuse of word*, Inter 

national etiiics would seem to be the 
better urn. As to the agencies which 
must, bring about the advent of a per 
maiient brotherhood of nations, the 
1 1 ici- mentioned two — viz., the in* 
i of the cojsideration of inter- 
est; and the force of moral consider 
al.ion, which includes I he acceptance 

of the princple ot right as one that 

must, govern nations US well as indi- 
viduals. As to I lie agencies that arc 

to bring about the latter result, the 
lecturer mentioned, among others, the 
growing acceptance of the points of 
International Law ami the work of 
and Arbitration 

The closing remarks dwelt on the 
value to the world in a material and 
moral point of view, of an actual 

"brotherhood of nations." The 

evils of war are SO enormous that 
i v man who loves his fellow iikii 

will feel hound, on reflection, to 

throw all the Weight of his influt 
into the scale of public opinion 
against war, and in favor of some

Under these circumstance, I ., k 
leave to express, through your col 
illlilis, my views as to what are some 
of the indispensable qualifications to 
fit person for tin; discharge of ihe 

duties of this important trust. I pre- 
sume that no elaborate Mpology for 

acting thus can be necessary. The 
Institution IS one in which ali human 
people feel the deepest, interest, and it 
draws its support from a Treasury to 
which all contribute. But I have 
i reasons for venturing thus, 
h'or fifteen years 1 was a member of 

its Board, an. I for the larger part Of 
that time its President. Besides this, 

all my life I have had daily association 
with mutes iu my own family circle, 
and have reason to know what, bless- 
ings its instructions, when ably and 
faithfully given, are capable of im- 
parting. 1 am sure, therefore, that 
bat tew men have had equal opportu- 
nities with myself of knowing what is 
tial to the success of such an In- 
stitution, and none, surely, can have 
stronger reasons than 1 for laboring 
earnestly and honestly, ill season and 
ont of season, to promote its prospei i 
ty. 

I have no hesitation in saying in Ihe 
outset,, that tho oflice of Principal of 
an Institution for Deaf-.Mutes is more 



difficult to lill properly than any other 
in tho State. I could find in V'irgima 
scores of men who would figure credn 
ably as Covernor, or as Senators, or as 
Judges, or as Professors in our Uni- 
versities and Colleges, more readily 
than I could find one lit to he Princi- 
pal of i lie Institution in qnestion ; and 
i bis not because this office requires 

r, or 1 1 may be even as great, 
natural ahility as tho others named, 

but chiefly because, of the rarity of the 

-peeial and peculiar edueal loiuil Irain- 

qnisite to enable one to discharge 

its duties with entire efficiency. 

The principal should he a man of 
high menial and moral endowments, 
and oharaoterised by energy, devoted 
ness, and self-control. lie should be 
il man of good literary culture, and 
well grounded iu the philosophy of 
language. He should he a man not 
only of unblemished character, I • 1 1 r a 
Christian, both in deed and word, 

-nice it is here, if ever, that tin 
dieted children are to he instructed 

not only iu their duties to their fel- 
low men, hut also iu their relations 

ami duties to their Maker. Tin- Princi- 
pal should he a living example of 
ligious troths which he incul- 
pracl ioe is more quick 

ly comprehended than his precepts, 
and alone can give them worth. But 
in addition -and it is here that, the 
greatest diffloulty arises in finding a 

lit, man — it is indispensable thai the 
Principal, who is the educational head 

of the Institution, should he thorough- 
ly Versed in the sign language, which 
can be acquired only by years of 
patient toil and of practice as a teach- 
er of deaf-mutes. If it shall be

hands full, BO that day after day 
when we asked for work, we were told 

to "sweep the Boor." This we did 

to the best of our poor ability, but, 
after three months, seeing no pros- 
peol of learning anything but sweep ! 
•weep ! ! sweep ! ! ! and after our 
repeated protests had been of no 
avail, we left in disgust. Since that 
time, we hope things nave changed for 

the better, but have seen no results to 
Confirm OS in this belief. 

Uuder Dr. Porter, we have heard, 
.vi.ii students must avail themselves of 
the opportunity they have to learn 
one of the many trades taught at the 
institution. But has this helped 
matters any ? We think not. 

Among our classmates at " Old 
Fun wood" wrs Samuel Winfleui 

McClelland. He had a natural apti- 
tude for the cabinet making trade, and 
being bright, after remaining in the 
shop for years, had picked up. so much 
of the business that, upon graduating 
from school, he was enabled to obtain 
work at it, of course, not as a first- 
class hand, though by sticking to il 
through thick and thin, ho has now 
become an accomplished workman, 
having few equals and no superiors 
(of about his own age) among the 
graduates of the X. Y. Institution. 

Perhaps Mr. Sherwood, of Spring 
Valley, N J-, ranks next, but there 
are grave doubts whether he acquired 
more than a smattering of the trade 
while at school. After he left, ho 
worked at the same business for his 
father, and naturally, after years of 
steady application, has become a 
skilled hand at it. A few su tinners 
ago. happening in that town on busi- 
ness. We were kindly shown by Mr. 
S. some specimens of his work, which 
were excellent and a credit to his skill. 
These are the only two we know off 
who have made the trade (cabinet) 
commenced at school of much benefit 
to them. Of the many who have 
entered the shop since our time, we 
can recall no other who have lisen 
above being indifferent workmen, or 
worse, '•mere botches" at their 
calling. 

SHOK-MAKINO. 

Take another shop and sec if it 
" pens out" any better. A yo'"'j: 
man. who graduated from the New 
York Institution a few years ago. 
had been connected with the " shoe- 
shop" for about eight years, the last 
two orthrec of which he was called 
n good worker, t ho master telling 
him ha could easily obtain employ- 
ment at fair wages at t be trade, im- 
mediatelv upon leaving school. At 
last the "time came when tin- 
••home" which had Sheltered and car- 
ed for him so long could do so no 
longer, He. decidedly green, went 
out into the world full of hope and 
Confidence, but, alas ! these were 
speedily shattered. It wasn't long 
before tie obtained work, he telling 
Ilis employer where he had learned 
his trade and how long be had been al 
H Neither was it long before he was 
•■bounced." the boss remarking that he 
knew oothingof the business as carried 
on outside of deaf mule insl ilut ions. 
Although imicli iliscou raged, the mute 
kept at the trade, working a short 
time iu one ahop ami then another, 
earning a pill nice in each, but acquir- 
ing more and more of 'he business, 
until now he is a pood hand at it. 

Another case is that of '-Mike" Me- 
Faul, who while at school was consi- 
dered a good shoemaker, ilis case ism 



some respects identical with the above 
mentioned one, and until lately 
" Mike" had anything but an easy 
time, but now we are pleased to know 
ho is rapidly improving at ihe busi- 
ness and bids fair to be u "good hand,' 
as that term is understood in the 
busy world.

Xow the question arises, why is 
this state of things ? Why do so few 
pupils learn enough of a trade (while 
at the institution) after so many 
years, as to prove beneficial 
to them immediately after leaving 
school ? Is it, because they arc 
naturally stupid, or that they waste 
their time, or is il because flic fore- 
man of the shop takes no interest iu 
any but a favored few of them. This 
last we think hits the nail squarelv'oii 
the head. Like some higher in 
authority, the masters not only at 
" Fan wood ' but at most all institu- 
tions, have their " pets," who arc 
generally the brightest of the boys. 
and on these they lavish all instruc 
tion they condescend 10 teach, and 
from these, oilier learners must " pick 
up " what they can. 

PRINTING OKF1CK. 

If the foremen, accomplished work- 
men, were of the same class they in 
sirueicd — mutes — we believe their 

chaige would be much more benefited 
than they now arc.

to the " devil." Yei il is the only 
shop (office) at the institution 
which turns out good work, done by 
the apprentices, and who are able to 
graduate journeymen.

If oral per- 
sons, aa masters. eaiinot|accoinplish it, 
let the institute appoint s une of its 
graduates, if they can il 1 1 the bill, to 
the positions, and \a warrant it that 

in a few years thereafter there will no 
longer be tho -cry of poorly learned 

trades at the New York Institution.

Experience proves that mutes can 

till most positions at the insl itruions 
with credit to themselves and honor 
to their Ahiui M>/ter.
